OAXACA CITY, Mexico, Nov. 1,0. 


—(fi3)—The' exploration 
of an an- 


cient "tunnel of the dead" under 
Monte Alban today was apparently 
helping solve a Zapotec legend of 
miracle armies that appeared, 
or 


disappeared at will. 


The legend is that more than 500 


years ago, during the Mixtec-Zapo-. 
(ec iwirs for control of this sec- 
tion of Mexico, there were many 
battles around Monte Alban, the 
center, of Zapotecan culture. 


The tale relates that the Zapotec 


armies, when hard pressed, often 
disappeared as if by magic and re- 
appeared at the enemy's rear, or 
wherever convenient 
to surprise 


him. 


Dr. Alfonso 
Caso, government 


archaeologist, discovered the "tun- 
nel of the dead" early this week, 
his third such discovery in recent 
months. 


He noted today that the mouj.hs 


of these tunnels are very difficult 
to find and the tunnels themselves 
are very small near their entrances, 
becoming larger deep under the 
mountainside. 


His tracings of tho tunnels to 


date indicate they may all be con- 
nected under Monte Alban, and 
the whole territory literally honey- 
combed with 
these 
enginering 


works of the ancients. If so, the 
mystery 
of their 
original 
use 


would be solved and it would be 
clear that they were used to trans- 
port Zapotec troops in secret, 
so 


they could appear where needed. 


Th third tunnel, it was found 


yesterdn.y, was ]ater used as a 
burial tomb for warriors of some 
race, probably the Mixtecs 
who 


finally won Monto Alban. Yester- 
day a skeleton was found, and 
with it small quantities! of gold, 
red and white onyx beads and an 
ornate funeral urn. 
Other skele- 


tons were found earlier in 
the 


week. 


Meanwhile, work proceeded 
on 


main "Tomb No. 10," which 
Dr. 


Gasp believes may 
yield 
great 


treasures, like those taken from 
Tunnel No. 7 in January. 
The 


January find was hailed as 
the 


greatest in America. 


The archaeologists are unable £*> 


find an entrance to Tunnel No. 10. 
The plaster walls and outer floor 
work that characterize all these 
Mixtoc tombs are proving difficult 
material, and work must needs be 
slow to prevent destruction 
of 


rare art.

GENEVA, Nov. 10. 
•The tragedy of a fatal 


riot

The angry 


mob killed one- soldier. 


The disturbance came last night 


as the climax of weeks of bitter 
political agitation between social- 
ists and the local Geneva govern- 
ment.

It 'began in front of the Com- 


munity hall where an anti-social- 
ist' political meeting was being 
held. When the hall became full, 
the gendarmes 
closed the doors, 


but the crowd broke through. 
, Sensing trouble, authorities or- 
dered the young troops which pre- 
viously had been called from Laus- 
anne, to march to the scene. As 
soon as they appeared the crowd 
began hissing and calling them 
"children's troops." 


Suddenly 'there came a burst 


of machine-gun fire. Part of the 
crowd thought blanks were being 
discharged, but others slumped to 
the pavement, dead and wounded. 
Among them, was a child whose 
jaw was shot away. 


One of the young machine gun-

during the' short session. 


The five greatest revenue 


producers:for the first quar- 
ter of the fiscal year were 
g a s o l i n e , 
$20,894,084; 


checks, $8,251,674; admis- 
sions, $3,307,530; electrical 
energy, 
$3,039,609; 
tires 


and tubes, $3,020,448. The 
estimate submitted with the 
conference- report on the bill 
by Senator Smoot gave the 
expected 
annual 
revenue 


from these five levies as fol- 
lows; 
$150,000,000; $78,- 


000,000; $42,000,000; $39,- 
000,000; $33,000,000. 


On the showing 
of 
the 


quarter they all fall greatly 
below the expected yield. 
Offsetting this is the fact 
that as 30 days are allowed 
for the payment of levies, 
the returns at hand do not 
yet reveal the 
full collec- 


tions for the quarter. Sep- 
tember- collections show an 
improvement that justifies 
expectation that the annual 
yield of these levies will be 
greater than might be cal- 
culated from the yield of 
the first quarter.

at which he spoke, he said, form

The meeting gathered experts of 
state agriculture departments, edu- 
cational institutions and experi- 
ment stations of eleven southern 
states to confer with officials of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture on the prospects for 
the coming year in agriculture.

He was only 1^8 when he won his first office, a seat in the slate 


''senate of JsTew York iYom ru.chnys county. 
It, was just that many 


years since ..he voters of his native community had sent a member 
of his nar'y td Albany. T^it happened in :I8K2 and Roosevelt was 
born January 30 of Hint year, at Hyde Park. 
: 
There1 a big estato flanking iho Albany Post Road and overlooking 


the hill-embraced Hudson had been the seat of hia family since the 
first part of the 18th century. It is still his home. 


The parents of the president-elect were James Roosevelt, a fourth 


cousin of the 26th president, and Sara Delano Roosevelt, member of 
a family which had n. firm place among New York's socially elect. 
Franklin's educational program of Gro'ton school, Harvard and ihe 
law school of Columbia was in consonance with the family position, 


Wed to Fifth Cousin. 


Toward the end of his first year in Jaw school", on March 37. 1905, 


he married Anna Eleanor -Roo'sevelt, n fifth cousin. A place with one 
ot' the big Jaw firms of New York was ready for him on graduation, 
but after three years as a junior attorney he quit this work to go into 
politics. 


In the nert ten years he wtfrked from the state senate to a place 


in the national councils of his party. He was assistant secretary of 
the navy in the world war and vice-presidential nominee in 1920. The 
Harding landslide marked the end of this decade. 


Thus far the Roosevelt ship had sailed swiftly and surely before 


favorable wi,nd3. An uncharted reef changed all this. 


There is a Roosevelt summer home at Campdbello, New Bruns- 


wick. 
There the family of father,- mother, daughter and four sons 


were wont to pass the hot weeks of mid-summer swimming, fishing 
and cruising about the coast in sail or motor boat. Hoosevelt carno 
out of the cold aurf one day in the summer of 1921 feeling a hit 
'chilled. 


Stricken With Infantile Paralysis 


A few duys later he was stricken with infantile paralysis, tfor a 


time his life was endangered. Then be oame slowly back, but the dis- 
ease loft him without use of his limbs. 


For the next, seven years virtually all his time was occupied in 


fighting to' regain his ability to walk. By the time of tl>e 1921 demo- 
cratic convention in Madison Square Garden the stricken. Roosevelt 
was able to go to the platform on' crutches, stand leanifng against a 
desk and present the name of Alfred E. Smith, "the happy warrior." 


Warm Springs, Georgia, it was found, benefited him iand he spent 


months there each year. 
Gradually tho atrophied muscles responded 


to constant effort at use. chiefly to regaining a complete swimming 
stroke in the warm pool. 
When the 1928 convention assembled at 


Houston, Roosevelt again was on hand to nominate Al Smith as party 
standard-bearer and this time the nomination went through. 


Roosevelt went back to Warm Springs. 
Smith, in New York, 


wanted a strong gubernatorial candidate to help the ticket in his 
pivotal honie state. The suggestion that Roosevelt run was sent to 
Georgia.

Mrs, Roosevelt hurried north, met the party leaders and announc- 


ed that her husband, because the campaign effort might set back 
his fight for physical restoration, did not want the place. Party lead- 
ers called him on long distance telephone to urge him to1 run and one 
of them, thinking to encourage him, said; 


"There is every likelihood that you will be elected." 


"Yes," replied the reluctant candidate, "that's the. h 
of it." 


But he yielded to the pleas of party necessity, ivm 125,000 votes 


ahead of the national ticket and squeezed into the governor's office. 
Two years later he was returned by tho record plurality of 725,001 
votes. 


After that no "stop Roosevelt" movement could slay his progress 


co the white house.

politicnl affairs that it was dif- 
ficult to quit. 


Mrs. Garner says she feela it i» 


the wife's business to smooth out 
all difficulties in the pathway of 
her husband's march to success. 


Mrs. Garner is .a devout Chris- 


tian. "Religion doesn't amount to 
anything," she says, "if it is not 
in every moment of everyday life, 


"In this crisis, I think women 


have two outstanding duties—to 
be stro'ng in faith and to accept 
the need for retrenchment, to do it 
gracefully and to make their homes 
and their husbands as happy and 
peaceful as possible. What else 
women can do is the problem of 
each individual."

One of the oldest pagan legends 


represents the earth as being sup- 
pirted on the back of a tortoise. 
Does this prefigure the basic 


truth that the slow and heavy 
toll of tho world's workers Is the 
foundation for all life? Had some 
brooding old heathen, in the long, 
long ago, a conception of human 
existence as being based, fuda- 
mentally, on the labors of the 
world's workers? Nowadays we see 
more clearly, and are crying the 
truth aloud by many tongues, that 
the workers, the producers, are the 
ultimate source of all wealth and 
progress. 


Clear as Is this condition, we 


nevertheless find that the day's 
dominant ambition is to escape 
labor and to enjoy ease. Our pic- 
tures of "success" have all to do 
with the acquisition of wealth and 
leisure. 
Stupid humanity, If It 


could, would p.ult work tomorrow. 


The Old-Fashioned Book. 


Right here we run squarely Into 


the explicit teachings of that old- 
fashioned book, the Bible. 
That famous tent-maker of Tar- 


sus, the Apostle Paul, put tho doc- 
trine most plainly when he wrote 
to the Christians at Thessalonlca 
Greece—the commandment, "If any 
will not work, neither let him 
eat." 
That was stern putting 


of nature's oldest law. 
Work for 


a livelihood Is more than an eco- 
nomic necessity; It Is a Christian 
duty. 
Henry Van Dyke has put 


tho Lesson into familiar lines: 


'Let me but do my work from day 


to day. 
In field or forest, at the desk or 


loom, 
In roaring market place or tran- 


quil room; 
Let me but find it In my heart 


to say, 
When vagrant wishes beckon me 


astray, 
This Is my work; my blessing, not 


my doom; 
Of all who live, I am the best by 


whom 
This work can best be done in the 


right way. 


"Then shall I see It not too great, 


nor small, 
To suit my spirit and to prove my 


powers; 
Then shall I cheerful greet the 


labouring .hours; 


And cheerful turn, when the long 


shadows fall 
• 
At eventide, to play and love and 


rest, 
Because I know for me my work 


is best." 
Ancient Hebrew Trumpets. 


This idea is not peculiar to the 


New Testament. In the Old Testa- 
ment, while the obligation to work 
is both assumed and commanded, 
the stress 'is chiefly laid upon 
right treatment for the workers. 
There were exploiters and oppres- 
sors then, as there are now. It is 
a remarkable fact, of both literary 
and social significance, that the 
clearest notes for social justice 
heard today are those which Issued 
from 
ancient Hebrew 
trumpets.

DALLAS, Nov. 9.—(#0— 


The Lone Star flag of .Tex- 
as was lifted, high today in 
the national parade behind 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
John N. Garner. 


It was borne aloft on a 


mountain of ballots which 
registered overwhelming 
endorse- 


ment of the New York governor 
and "Cactus Jack", a native son 
who represented the state in na- 
tional ^councils for 30 years and 
gained 
one of the two highest 


offices in the gift of the people. 
While voicing their pride in the 


achievements of the country law- 
yer, who became speaker of the 
house and then was elected vlc- 
president, Democrats of Texas al- 
so returned with clarion empha- 
sis to the fold of national De- 
mocracy which they 
left 
four 
years ago in giving their electoral 
votes to Herbert Hoover. 
At the same time, they return- 


ed to the governor's chair Mrs. 
Miriam A. (Ma) Ferguson, whom 
six years ago they sent into tem- 
porary 
retirement 
when 
she 


sought 
a second term as chief 


executive of the state. 
With more than one-third of the 
returns from yesterday's election 
tabulated, Mrs. Ferguson held a 
majority over her Republican op- 
ponent, 
Orville Bullington, law- 


yer and capitalist, not as large 
as that given the national Demo- 
cratic ticket, but so great that 
veteran 
observers, 
including of- 
ficials of the Texas Election bu- 


l- reau, said it would not be over- 


come.

In 1930, she 
was defeated by R. S. Sterling, 
and "in turn she eliminated Gov 
Sterling in the Democratic pri- 
maries this year.
